Goode pleads ‘no contest 9 


Former Romulus elementary 
school principal Richard 
Arnold Goode and the vice- 
president of the Center For 
Creative Studies in Detroit, 
Phillip Jenkins, were among 
those who last Thursday, pled 
no contest to charges of 
obscene and disorderly be¬ 
havior in a public place before 
Judge James Garber in 35th 
District Court. 

Goode and Jenkins, along 
with 29 other men, were 
arrested in three separate 
undercover “sting” operations 
by Michigan State Police offic¬ 
ers on Sept. 20, Sept. 24 and 


Oct. 18. 

Of the 31 arrested for 
allegedly soliciting plainclothed 
officers for homosexual acts, 
eight of them are currently or 
had previously worked in the 
education field. 

Dennis Allen May, a bus 
driver for the Plymouth-Canton 
school system, has been sus¬ 
pended without pay. Another of 
those arrested was Richard G. 
Burek, principal of Stevenson 
Junior High School in West- 
land. He has been suspended 
with pay. Jenkins remains on 
the job, while Goode tendered 
his resignation Oct. 15. 


Also arrested on Oct. 18 4/as 
Bates Henry Landis, 59, retired 
from his job as an administrator 
with the Taylor school system in 
1983. He had also worked as busi¬ 
ness manager of the Wayne- 
Westland schools under former 
superintendent Harry Howard. 

Landis pled guilty during his 
preliminary examination and is 
scheduled for sentencing Jan. 8. 

The most recent raid saw the 
arrest of seven more men on 
the same charges, despite mas¬ 
sive publicity and even televi¬ 
sion camera crews filming that 
evening. Two of the seven

Thumbs down 


Voters reject proposals

For the third straight time, 
Romulus voters have given the 
“thumbs down ” gesture to the 
local politicians’ dreams of a 
four-year election term of 
office as opposed to the two- 
year terms they currently 
have. 

Ballot Proposal A, an pro¬ 
posed ammendment to the city 
charter which would allow 
four-year terms for the mayor, 
clerk, treasurer and the top 
four vote-getting councilmem- 
bers, was soundly beaten back 
one more time by voters in the 
city. 

It failed by approximately 
one-fifth of the ballots cast, 
with 3,583 voting against, and 
2,379 voting for, a differnce of 
1,204 votes. 

Mayor Pro-Tem Mary Ann 
Banks voiced frustration at the 
results, but not surprise. 

“I’m disappointed, but we 
(the council, administrators) 
only have ourselves to blame. 
We didn’t really get out there 
and campaign actively for it, to 
get the message across the way 
we probably should have. 

“I definitely feel that the 
four-year staggered terms 
would have been good, adding 
stability to the city govern¬ 
ment. Perhaps if we had held a 
public hearing or gotten 
together a citizens committee, 
it would have helped to inform 
people better,” said Banks. 


Councilman Junior Block 
also expressed dismay at the 
outcome. “It’s too bad, because 
with elections every two years, 
there are lots of integral prob¬ 
lems. For one thing, if someone 
new is elected, they spend the 
first year getting their feet wet, 
learning the ropes and over¬ 
coming their fear of speaking 


to the crowd. 

“Then,” Block said, “the 
second year, it’s already time 
for them to start campaigning 
again. It doesn’t really give 
them a chance. 

“And for another reason, 
campaigning every two years 
is just too darned expensive, 
and I think a lot of potentially 
strong politicians keep out of it 
because of that, which hurts 
the city.” 

Block also expressed concern 
over the refusal by Romulus 
voters to adopt City Proposal 3, 
which would have allowed 
council and departments to 
make purchases up to $2,500 
without going to competitive 
bidding. The current amount 
allowed for is $500. The propos¬ 
al was crushed by a 4,132 to 


1,489 vote margin. 

“I’m not sure people realized 
that this could have saved the 
city money, by keeping down 
advertising costs and waiting 
periods,” said Block. “Twenty 
years ago, if a part broke on a 
piece of city machinery, it 
could probably be fixed within 
that amount, but no more. 


Prices are too high now.” 

Other proposals city charter 
ammendments defeated in last 
Thursday’s election were one 
which would have let the city 
council vote among themselves 
to select the mayor pro-tem 
(chairman), instead of as it is 
now with the largest vote- 
getter selected automatically. 
It was defeated by a margin of 
3,545 to 1,847. 

The final ballot proposal had 
to do with allowing the city 
council to determine the fees" 
paid to city boards and com¬ 
missions. As it is, the charter 
declares they shall receive no 
more than $50. Voters at the 
Romulus polls made it unani¬ 
mous by giving thumbs down to 
Proposal 4 by a margin of 3,524 
to 2,103. 

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
Me Anally said she “was en¬ 
couraged by the amount of 
‘yes’ votes the four-year prop¬ 
osal got, since there was no 
actual campaigning for any of 
the four proposals. I am confi¬ 
dent the four-year term will yet 
come to pass in Romulus, 
though.”

The difference came in 
Romulus. 

It was an hour after the polls 
closed and heavily favored 
Democrat Jim Kosteva of Can¬ 
ton Township was still running 
behind Republican Georgia 
Gramlich. Then the results 
from Romulus started coming 
in, and Kosteva never looked 
back. 

He defeated Gramlich for the 
seat in the 37th House of Repre¬ 
sentatives District by a mere 
1,389 ballots, 14,667 to 13,278. 

Romulus, a heavily Demo¬ 
cratic town traditionaly, held 
on to that convention Tuesday, 
as Kosteva found his winning 
margin among the voters there 
by garnishing 4,346 votes to 
Gramlich’s 2,721. Kosteva also 
won heavily in Wayne, but was 
beaten in Belleville, Van Buren 
and Canton. 

In Canton Township, where 
Kosteva makes his home and 
had worked as township plan¬ 
ner up until the election, he 
was defeated by 12 votes. 

I’m very happy to have 
won,” said Kosteva, “it was a 
tough battle, but we’re very 
pleased to have dodged what 
appears to have been a Repub¬ 
lican avalanche in some areas. 

“During the last three or four 
weeks of the campaign, when 
we saw the massive amounts of 
money the state Republican 
party was dropping into the 
election, we knew it would be 
close,” said Kosteva. 

Some residents in Romulus 
claimed to have received up to 
three pieces of Gramlich cam¬ 
paign literature a day for the 
last weeks of the camapign. 


"That’s what I’ve been hear¬ 
ing, and believe me, that kind 
of thing costs a tremendous 
amount of money,” Kosteva 
added. 

Although disappointed he lost 
in his hometown at the polls, 
Kosteva said that “if you take 
a look at my results and com¬ 
pare them with other Demo¬ 
crats in the community, they 
look pretty good.” 

Gramlich said that although 
she was disappointed to lose, 

she was happy at doing so well 
in this, her first run for office. 


According to Kosteva, his 
first order of business will be 
to "sit down with officials from 
the local communities and 
school districts and discuss 
with them their priorities and 
how I might facilitate some 
help for them.” 

The 37th District incorpo¬ 
rates Wayne, Romulus, Belle¬ 
ville, Van Buren Township and 
part of Canton Township. Kos¬ 
teva will be filling the vacancy 
left by the retirmeent of Ed 
Mahalak (D-Romulus) and will 
take office in January.

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Center helps tot conquer handicap 


Kristi Taylor wants to help. 
She wants to set the table. She 
wants to stir the soup. She 
wants to do things for her baby 
brother, Ryan. 

But there are limits to what a 
3'/2-year-old can do — any 3'/a- 
year-old — and her mother. 
Marge, describes her as being 
just about as active and cu¬ 
rious as they come, in spite of 
her disability. 

The Western Wayne County 
tot has a form of Cerebral Pal¬ 
sy that causes a stiffness in her 
leg muscles. 

“She never played with her 
toes, like a normal baby would 
do,” her mother recalled about 
the discovery, “and by the time 
she was 10 and 11 months old, 
we noticed she was having 
trouble standing up.” 

Once diagnosed, she began 
attending the Detroit Institute 
for Children weekly for 
therapy. 

Kristi is fairly typical of the 
more than 3,000 children who 
are treated at the institute ev¬ 
ery year. 

During the week, this person¬ 
able little girl attends the Mon- 
tessori School in Dearborn. 

“They are teaching her to be 
independent — so her educa¬ 
tional experiences mesh with 
her therapy goals at DIC,” her 
mother said. 

At home, Kristi can frequent¬ 
ly be found playing on her 
backyard swingset or climbing 
from the monkey bars with her 
best friend, Adam, a 5-year-old 
neighbor. 

Presently, she is trying to 
master pedaling her own Big 
Wheel. 

“Sometimes it’s frustrating. 
She doesn’t understand why the 
other kids her age can do it, 
and she can’t. 

“But she’s a whiz at putting 
puzzles together, creating Play 
Dough creatures and stuffing 
celery,” according to Kristi’s 
mother. 

The Detroit Institute for Chil¬ 


dren seeks to normalize a 
child’s lifestyle as much as 
possible, focusing on abilities 
as well as disabilities to pro¬ 
vide the comprehensive care 
needed to achieve the highest 
level of physical and emotional 
function for that child. 

More than 3,000 disabled chil¬ 
dren and young adults are tre¬ 
ated annually at the institute 
for conditions ranging from 
mild orthopaedic deformities to 
severe cerebral palsy. 

The institute will be on the 
receiving of holiday giving by 
way of an ‘‘Old-Fashioned 
Celebration” planned for Nov. 
16-18 in the Hill Shopping Area 
of Grosse Pointe Farms. 

The three-day fund-raising 
event is part of the Sigma 
Gamma Association’s celebra¬ 
tion of its 80th year of commun¬ 
ity service. Sigma Gamma 
founded the Detroit Institute 


for Children in 1920 as a di¬ 
agnostic and treatment center 
for children with physical, 
neurological, developmental 
and emotional disabilities. 

Merchants in the Hill Shop¬ 
ping Area on Kercheval, be¬ 
tween Muir Road and Fisher, 
will be donating 10 percent of 
their sales on Saturday and 
Sunday to DIC. 

On Saturday and Sunday, 
street minstrels and mimes 
will guide visitors to the Ginger¬ 
bread House Workshop, a Holi¬ 
day Flower Shop, a “For Chil¬ 
dren Only” Shoppers Boutique, 
and a United Parcel Service 
Mailing Center, where buyers 
can have packages boxed and 
shipped. 

Calliope music, roasting 
chestnut and the aroma of bak¬ 
ing pretzels will help create the 
mood of excitement and holi¬ 
day celebration. 


The event begins with a Tree 
and Street Lighting Ceremony 
accompanied by carolers who 
will lead in a sing-a-long at 6:30 
p.m., Friday, Nov. 16, at the 
center of the Hill area. 

Saturday’s activities feature 
a Jamboree of continuous en¬ 
tertainment and food service 
from noon to 7 p.m. in Meade’s 
Garage, 130 Kercheval at 
Hall Place.

Time for due process 


The arrest and arraignment of Stevenson 
Junior High School Principal Richard Buerk 
on charges of “obscene behavior in a public 
place” and disorderly conduct has left the 
Wayne-Westland Board of Education with a 
sensitive and emotional issue. 

To date the board has suspended Buerk with 
pay and decided to file tenure charges against 
the administrator. The board also has been 
advised by legal counsel to refrain from dis¬ 
cussing the matter publicly. 

What must not be forgotten is the fact that 
Buerk remains innocent of all misdemeanor 
charges until he is proven guilty in a court of 
law. Any discussion, debate or analysis of the 
situation not only would be inappropriate, it 
could defame a man’s character and leave 
permanent scars. 

The Associated Newspapers reported the 
charging of Buerk and 30 other men as a result 
of an undercover “sting” operation conducted 
by the State Police to crack down on homosex¬ 
ual activities at an 1-275 rest stop in Canton 
Township. We reported the facts of the case — 
the names of those charged, the dates of the 


arrests and the results of the trial proceedings 
as they becameavailableand will continue to 
report these facts as they come to pass. 

There is no need to comment on these 
charges or sensationalize the case any furth¬ 
er. The public’s right to know has been served. 
And what they know simply is that 31 indi¬ 
viduals, including Buerk, have been charged 
with misdemeanor offenses. 

We commend the staff and administration of 
the Wayne-Westland Schools and Stevenson 
Junior High for restoring normalcy at the 
school. Media coverage and Buerk’s sudden 
departure obviously had an unsettling effect 
that appears to have been diminished. 

The first priority at Stevenson and every 
other school is the education of the students. 
Further discussion of the rest stop arrests or 
the impending tenure hearing will serve no 
purpose. It will only disrupt the educational 
environment and divide the community. 

The school board is well advised to end pub¬ 
lic discussion on the matter. Due process 
simply does not include speculation and 
opinion.

Isaac and the apple... 



Picture, if you will, Isaac Newton sitting 
under an apple tree. While watching the ap¬ 
ples fall, he contemplates the force that to¬ 
day we know as gravity. 

Physical science often offers us insight 
into the “laws” that explain “why” things 
happen . .. and when and how. 

Social sciences, no doubt, have greater 
relevance in explaining why humans do 
what they do than do the physical sciences. 
And yet, some answers or at least analogies 
that help clarify human behavior are offered 
to us in the world we live in — explained by 
the laws of physical science, as in physics. 

This area of thought came to mind the 
other day during a discussion with my 
daughter regarding expansion and contrac¬ 
tion. In the study of physics, lab experiments 
dealing with the coefficients of expansion 
are performed. Various materials expand or 
contract at varied rates as temperatures are 
increased or lowered. The rate of expansion 
and contraction can be quantified, mea¬ 
sured and therefore predicted. Thus we 
build bridges of steel and concrete with “ex¬ 
pansion joints” separated by a given dis¬ 
tance, based on anticipated temperature 
variations in a given climate. Boring stuff, 
right? 

I’ve long subscribed to the theory that a 
personality can expand to fill the role de¬ 
manded by circumstances. 

We see in families, business, social situa¬ 
tions, and, yes, politics, examples support¬ 
ing this hypothesis. A son is thrust into a 
parental role as the result of the premature 
death of a father. 

The local service club cannot find anyone 


willing to serve as club president, so they 
elect a relatively new member. The new 
member wants to serve, but confesses a lack 
of knowledge regarding the club history, 
goals and membership. 

An elected official campaigns for office 
asserting he wants to “make a difference.” 
Once elected, he begins to serve, only to be 
confronted with the realities of how difficult 
it is to effect change operating with so little 
practical political experience. 

Yet given time, and support from others, 
and with their own drive and determination, 
these people expand. Their command of the 
situation and knowledge increases to meet 
the challenge. Often to the surprise of casual 
observers, these “whiz kids” succeed. 

As with the coefficient of expansion, indi¬ 
viduals normally expand in ability, and yet 
we find others who contract. At times, peo¬ 
ple think they want to serve in a role which, 
when actualized, finds them cowering and 
failing. 

Why? There are explanations for every¬ 
thing, no doubt, but I’m not sure I've yet 
found the answer to this one. Perhaps the 
reason for their failure is improper motiva¬ 
tion. If one is moved to assume the responsi¬ 
bility of the presidency of company because 
they envied the salary, office and authority 
of the predecessor — they’re in for a fall. For 
with the authority must come the respon¬ 
sibly. Often that hat starts to hurt when 
one’s head tries to expand. 

Certain personality types, having 
assumed a role for which they are not suited, 
become belligerant and blame others for the

failure of their own performance they are 
unwilling to face and unwilling to deal with 
head on. 

It is sad to see a “shrinker ’ ’ caught up in an 
untenable situation of their own design — or 
one they merely allowed to develop. 

So what does all this mean? 

I remain convinced that with some re¬ 
servations, if you think you can, you can, and 
if you think you can’t, you can’t. But, the 
world would be better if we all were more 
realistic in our goal setting. “Shooting for 
the moon” is admirable, unless you are head 
of NASA and send up our astronauts in World 
War I bi-planes. 

One of the laws of physics claims that wa¬ 


ter seeks its own level. Many in this life have 
reached their level of incompetence, and 
then exceeded that by a substantial mea¬ 
sure. 

We as humankind can, in fact, expand our 
capability and accomplish what others con¬ 
sider impossible. Thank God we live in the 
greatest country on the globe where such 
goals are not only condoned, but fostered 
and encouraged. 

Perhaps however, we would all be better 
off if we would make certain that the lofty 
goals we set are obtainable and sought for 
pure motives. If your motives are pure — 
and you think you can — go for it! Don’t wait 
for the apple to fall, jump up and pick it off 
the tree.

County joins lawsuit 


A lawsuit joining Wayne 
County with Oakland County 
against the City of Detroit puts 
county residents in position to 
collect millions of dollars worth 
of potential damages from 
possible overcharges for illegal 
sewer-sludge disposal, accord¬ 
ing to Wayne County Commis¬ 
sioner Milton Mack. 

In a 9-4 decision, the Wayne 
Board of Commissioners re¬ 
cently voted to enter the suit 
that Oakland County initiated 
in March. 

The resolution approving the 
joint association refers to in¬ 
dictment, conspiracy and con¬ 
victions from the recent Vista 
Disposal trial in federal court 
in Detroit. In that case, one of 
the convicted was the former 
head of Detroit’s Dept, of Wa¬ 


ter and Sewerage, with which 
the counties contract on behalf 
of local communities. 

‘‘It has been established that 
the sludge-hauling contracts 
were fraudulent. The theory be¬ 
hind this suit is that any exces¬ 
sive cost as a result has been 
passed on to ratepayers, and 
that these users of the system 
have been financially dam¬ 
aged,” explained Mack. “We 
want to help our citizens re¬ 
coup any losses coming from a 
questionable rate structure, 
and the County is the only enti¬ 
ty that can sue in their behalf. 
Only the County has contracts 
with the City of Detroit, the 
other individual communities 
don’t. 

“If users have been wrong¬ 
fully charged, then they all are 
entitled to recompense. But if 


we did not enter this suit and 
the matter was settled in favor 
of the ratepayer, Wayne Coun¬ 
ty citizens wouldn’t be able to 
collect a dime. 

“In retrospect, this suit is the 
only means to assure that 
everyone who uses the system 
is treated equitable, including 
the residents of Detroit. If this 
is successful, it will provide 
citizens of Detroit the same 
fair return as suburban resi¬ 
dents.” 

Mack emphasized, however, 
that joining the suit was not 
meant as a move toward gain¬ 
ing administrative control over 
the Detroit water system. 

“This does not in any way 
constitute an endorsement or a 
plan to make the Detroit sys¬ 
tem a regionally controlled sys¬ 
tem,” he said. 


“Whenever I think of old 
Wayne High, two thoughts 
come to mind: one is the mar¬ 
ching band and the second is 
about friends.

“Our goal is to provide some 
positive role models for stu¬ 
dents,” McIntyre said. “There 
have been many successful 
Wayne-Westland graduates. 

“We, as educators, are proud 
of their achievements. An Hon¬ 
or Roll’ will be displayed in 
each high school. Focusing on 
our successful graduates 


should help raise the goals of 
all students. 

“Too many times it’s the 
negative things that make 
headlines. We hope our project 
will help focus on many of the 
good things our graduates are 
doing.” 

McIntyre went on to say that 
“we need the help of area resi¬ 
dents to identify outstanding 
graduates.” 

All someone has to do to 
nominate a graduate is to com¬ 
plete a simple nomination form 
and send it to the association. 
The graduate will then be cons¬ 
idered for the “Honor Roll.” 
Plans are to add to the rolls 
each year. 

“Many graduates no longer 
live in the area. Therefore, it is 
important that we get the cor¬ 
rect address and phone number 
for each nominee. We plan to 


contact all the nominees and 
ask them for a short statement 
concerning the role Wayne- 
Westland Schools played in 
their success story. They may 
also want to pass on a story or 
two about the old high school,” 
McIntyre stated. 

McIntyre indicated that some 
graduates were contacted to 
get their reaction concerning 
the project. Various ideas were 
discussed, everyone thought it 
was a good idea. 

Ron E. Cobb, Class of 1946 
and owner of Cobb’s Drug 
Store, was asked what key to 
success did he get while in 
school ? 

Cobb replied: “I learned how 
to study and get my homework 
done!” Good students will fol¬ 
low this advice. 

Richard Weinberg, an attor¬ 
ney from the Class of 51, gave 
the question some thought and 
replied: “I still see some of the 
teachers from time to time who 
taught while I was at Wayne 
High School. They are still Mr., 
Mrs., or Miss to me. 

“I always considered that the 
instruction I received in 
mathematics, English, speech, 
history and Latin was the best 
possible. The teachers made it 
much easier to face the next 
four years of college. I don't 
know that I ever said thanks — 
but I have meant to many 
times.” 

Tom Weyand, Class of 51 and 
a technical advisor, was asked 
to recall a thought about his 
high school days. His reply in¬ 
dicates a feeling experienced 
by most high school students at 
one time or another.

The dB’s: on the record and off the cuff 


The dB’s have been one of the finest pop/rock groups in the 
world for a few years now, but unfortunately, only those music 
aficionados who frequent import houses have had the chance to 
thrill to the band’s powerful brand of pure pop. 

Until now, that is. 

After two import albums, the boys from North Carolina have 
finally hooked up with a major U.S. label and the wait has proven 
worthwhile. “Like This,” the new LP on Bearsville/Warner Bros. 
Records, is nearly a flawless album of 11 choice cuts guaranteed 
to have even the cynical singing along. 

Highlights of the album include the irresistible rave-up “A Spy 
In the House Of Love,” the introspective “Lonely Is (As Lonely 
Does),” and a sharply humorous ode to love gone bad, “Not 
Cool,” wherein the protagonist sings “They say that I bought the 
big one/So I bite the bullet.” 

“Amplifier,” which was also included (in a different mix) on 
the band’s second album, “Repercussion,” really shines here, 
both musically and lyrically. It starts out rather sharply: 

“Danny went home and killed himself last night 
She’d taken everything, she’d taken everything" 

And the final verse is no less curt: 

“She took his gun 
She took his knife 
He took his drugs 
They took his life’’ 

Regardless of the dark tone to the lyrics, it’s almost impossible

to get “Amplifier” out of your mind, it’s that immensely humm¬ 
able. If there even is such a word as “hummable.” 

The dB’s were in town recently, opening on a national tour for 
another of today’s hottest groups, R.E.M. Chief dB songwriter 
and frontman Peter Holsapple took some time to talk with The 
Associated Newspaper’s “ what’s that sound ” columnist. 

SO: So, what's new for the dB’s since landing a contract with 
Warner Bros. ? 

PH: Well, I’m still pretty upset over the Cubs losing out to the 
Padres over in the National League. They’d have stomped the Ti¬ 
gers. Seriously though, we became Cub fans when we played in 
Chicago for a few weeks at a place called the Cubby Hole. 

SO: How's the tour going? You guys and R.E.M. seem like a 
natural combination. 

PH: Oh yeah, it’s great! We enjoy each other’s music and occa¬ 
sionally sit in with each other. We’re doing about 75 percent mate¬ 
rial from the new record, but with some of our older tunes thrown 
in for the benefit of those fans who’ve been with us for years. 
SO: Any interesting road stories this time? 

PH: Well, not really, but I have been giving a lot of thought to 
opening my own chain of motels. We just came from Memphis, 
and I took the Elvis tour and all, and decided ‘this is it.’ My idea 
is to open a chain of “Elvis Motels,” where each room would 
have three or four televisions constantly playing his movies and a 
large handgun right there so if you don’t like what comes on. you 
can turn off the tv the same way the king did. Naturally, there 
would be the free continental breakfast, which would be a tub o’ 
butter and a spoon. The advertising would say “Eat the way the 
king did!” 

SO (recuperating): What kind of music do you enjoy listening to 
in your spare time ? 

PH: Actually, one of my favorite groups of the moment is the 
Urbations, out of Detroit. I’ve got their first tape and I love it. If I 
ever decide to get married. I’m going to hire them to play it. I 
also listen to a lot of old stuff, like Iggy, the Rationals... I’d love 
to meet Scott Morgan (former lead singer of the 60’s Rationals 
and later member of Sonic’s Rendezvous and Ann Arbor resident). 
SO: What are your favorite tunes on the new album? And a little 
insight on them. 

PH: “Lonely Is” is one of them. It’s funny, a lot of people think 
that it’s a sad song, but it’s really an uplifting one. It turns 
around with a subtle bit of optimism. “Not Cool” was written in 
hopes of snagging the Everly Brothers to cover it. “Rendezvous” 
I think is real strong, and if you listen closely you can tell I had 
been listening to T-Bone Burnette before I sang it. I like them all, 
naturally, and one of my favorites didn’t even make it onto an 
album, it was only an import single, “Judy.” It’s sort of like 
“Amplifier,” because they aren’t really true stories as such, but a 
lot of people tell me they relate to them that way. I’ve always 
been sort of occupied with romance and the bizarre turns it some¬ 
times takes.

Ski operators invest for better season

Tickets are priced at $1.50 
and proceeds will provide scho¬ 
larships for the Blue Lake Fine 
Arts Choir Camp. 


Michigan ski operators esti¬ 
mate that millions of dollars in 
improvements, a healthier eco¬ 
nomy and good winter weather 
will help increase last season’s 
$134 million in revenues by 5 
percent. 

More than one-third of the 
state’s 55 public ski areas have 
improved facilities, double last 
year’s total, according to the 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

State travel officials expect 
revenues to rise to approx¬ 
imately $140 million this sea¬ 
son. The record $145 million in 
revenues was set over the 1978- 
79 season. 

The Auto Club’s 1984-85 ski 
guide lists 55 public ski areas 
compared to 54 last year. Mis¬ 
saukee Mt. near Lake City and 
Mt. Mancelona at Mancelona 
will open after being closed last 
winter. Boyne Falls’ Thunder 
Mt., which operated weekends, 
has closed permanently. 

Lift tickets average $10.81, up 
21 cents over the 1983-84 sea¬ 
son. Eleven lodges raised their 
prices as much as $3 while 
three resorts dropped prices by 
$1 to $2.40. 

The biggest improvements in 


Lower Michigan are at East 
Michigan’s Sylvan Resort near 
Gaylor, formerly Sylvan Knob 
and now under new ownership. 

A multi-million dollar expan¬ 
sion includes a new 20-unit 
hotel featuring a heated indoor 
pool and whirlpool. There also 
will be a 172-seat restaurant, 
80-seat lounge and 150-seat ban¬ 
quet facility at the top of all 
runs and reached by a new 
road. 

Also new is a 1,400-foot in¬ 
termediate run served by a tri¬ 
ple chair lift, snowmaking 
covering 60 percent of all runs 
and cross-country skiing on 
loops of three, five and seven 
kilometers. All slopes have 
been reshaped or graded. 

No other ski facilities in the 
region report major improve¬ 
ments. East Michigan daytime 
skiers will pay from 18 to $14 
per lift ticket. 

West Michigan weekend day¬ 
time lift fees range from $5 to 
$ 20 . 

Owners of Caberfae, near 
Cadillac, invested $2 million to 
widen the top of a new hill 
opened last year by 75 feet and 
to raise the resort’s vertical 


drop by 20 feet to 470 feet. The 
lodge dining room is remod¬ 
eled, more than doubling sea¬ 
ting to 240, and new snow 
grooming equipment was 
purchased. 

Hilton Shanty Creek at Bel- 
laire invested $1 million, 
adding a new building for 
equipment rental, a ski school 
and lift ticket sales as part of a 
two-year expansion. 

Other major improvements 
were reported by Boyne Mt. at 
Boyne Falls, which made 32 
main lodge rooms into 16 suites 
with sitting area and wet bar. 
Boyne Highlands near Harbor 
Springs added two whirlpools 
next to its heated outdoor pool. 

Nub’s Nob, Harbor Springs, 
added a 3,200-foot ski shop and 
rental building, high- 
performance rental skis and a 
second power groomer and ex¬ 
panded snowmaking capacity 
35 percent. Pando has im¬ 


proved its kitchen facility and 
added lighted cross-country ski 
trails. Royal Valley has a new 
snowmaking machine and has 
remodeled its cafe, lounge and 
rental department. 

Schuss Mt., Mancelona, built 
a second beginner-instructional 
hill, a 600-foot intermediate 
trail, a 1,600-foot-long expert 
run through heavy woods, a 
1,100-foot run for racers and 
racing clinics only, expanded 
snowmaking 60 percent and 
added 12 chalets. Bittersweet 
near Otsego built two 700-foot 
beginner slopes, made one adv¬ 
anced run 20 feet higher and 
recontoured one expert run. 

Southeast Michigan skiers 
will pay from $4 to $13.50 per 
day for lift tickets. 

Largest improvements are 
reported by Mt. Holly, where a 
new 1,250-foot-long expert-only 
run boasts a 250-foot vertical

drop. Parking is expanded 25 
percent and 1,000 sets of rental 
equipment have been added.

They may not look it, but on 
Jan. 22, 1925 — 60 years ago — 
Jerry Wade and Ophelia Hester 
were married. He was at the 
ripe old age of 19, and she was 17. 

The wedding, which took 
place at night at home in the 
town of Lyons, Mississippi that 
year, is still alive and strong 
almost 60 years later. 

The couple met while attend¬ 
ing school about a year before 
they married. According to 
Wade, much of their dating 
was done during school hours 
because “after school there 
was work to be done. .. farm¬ 
ing,” and “living” a mile and a 
half apart from each other with 
no transportation meant a lot of 
walking.” 

Following their wedding — 
just two days after they ex¬ 
change their vows — the new¬ 
lyweds moved to Heth, Arkan- 
sa. Wade was not happy with 
life in Lyons, so they moved to 
Heth where his father lived. 

They lived in a two-room 
house, built by Wade’s father. 
They started raising crops and 
sharing the profits with the 
land owner. During that same 
year, they started their family 
with the birth of a daughter, 
Laura. 

There were 11 more children 
to come, as the Wades found out. 

“I always wanted just a boy 
and a girl, “Mrs. Wade said, 
“A son for daddy, a girl for 
mom." 

Wade, however, preferred 
“about a half dozen or so.” 

“I wanted someone to give 
orders to like my dad used to 
do,” he admitted. “I also need 
some help in the fields.” 

In 1937, the Wades and their 
six children moved to Earle, 
Arkansas. By 1948, with some 
of the grown-up and some mar¬ 
ried, the Wade family made 


one last move north to the City 
of Inkster. 

“Well, land rent went up and 
there were bad crops,” Wade 
explained. “I couldn’t make a 
living.” 

Mrs. Wade has a different 
version of the move: “Nope, it 
was me and the children who 
decided to leave . . . and we 
left. We made it, thank God.” 

Of the Wades’ 11 children, 
four have died. Of the remain¬ 
ing seven — Laura, John, Jim, 
Jeri, Lucy, Henry, Claude and 
Sam — all are married, or 
have been married, and have 
children of their own. 

Wade went to work for the 
Ford Motor Company in 1950. 
He retired from the automaker 
in 1970 at the age of 65. Mrs. 
Wade made her career at 
home, taking care of their 
house and the children. 

Today they live in the same 
three-bedroom home they 
moved into when Inkster be¬ 
came their hometown, by 
themselves and taking care of 
each other these days. 

“It’s just like it was in the 
beginning,” Mrs. Wade said. 
“But one of the children either 
calls or comes by everyday. I 
know God will make a way; He 
has been good to us.” 

The Wades joined the old 
Second Baptist Church in 1949 
and are still members in good 
standing. 

And of their children, they 
admitted they must have done 
a good job raising them. None 
have ever been in trouble with 
the law or drugs, according to 
Wade, and everyone “has a job 
and is raising a family.” 

Their oldest son is a minister 
and has a church of his own. 
while the remaining children 
are employed in factories, 
schools, department stores and 
by the governement. 


On Oct. 30 Mrs. Wade cele 
brated her 77th birthday, whilt 
her husband, the oldest living 
member of his family, cele¬ 
brated his 79th birthday in 
June. 

In spite of arthritis in her leg 
and hip, Mrs. Wade still is able 
to move around without the use 
of walking cane. Wade still 
mows the lawn, shovels snow 
and “gets in his walking time’ 
to such spots as the bank, post 
office and supermarket. 

Will their children follow ir 
their footsteps by raising large 
families? The Wades don’l 
think so. 

“No, I don’t think any of our 
children will have near the 
number of children we had,” 
Wade said. 

“Let’s see,” added Mrs. 
Wade, “Johnny has the most 
and he only has five.” 

Their children may not have 
large families, but when 
they’re all together, there arc 
28 grandchildren, 35 great¬ 
grandchildren and six great, 
great-grandchildren. 

The highlight of the Wades’ 
golden years came in 1978, 
when the family took their pa¬ 
rents back to Mississippi, 
where they were born and 
raised. 

“That truly was a wonderful 
trip,” Mrs. Wade remembered. 
“It was my first time to see 
where Jerry was born.” 

“Though I'd never see the 
place again,” Wade added. “I 
left there when I was 14 years 
old.” 

If all goes well, the Wades 
will be going on another trip 
next year, when they journey 
to Niagra Falls, New York. 

Until then, they’re reliving a 
bit of excitement ... a 60th 
wedding anniversary party 
held Nov. 10 for relatives and 
friends at the Holiday Inn.

MATTERS NECESSARY AND RELATED THERETO: 

WHEREAS: the City of Romulus, County of Wayne, Michigan (the 
“City”), is authorized by the provisions of Act 450, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1980 to create a Tax Finance Authority ; 
and 

WHEREAS: the City adopted a resolution of intent to create and pro¬ 
vide for the operation of a Tax Increment Finance Author¬

AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR THE DISPOSITION OF CITY 
OWNED REAL PROPERTY AND REVOKING ALL PRIOR 
ORDINANCES RELEVANT THERETO 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

SECTION I. SHORT TITLE: CITY OWNED PROPERTY 

SECTION II The City shall be entitled to sell, lease, hypothecate, or 

otherwise dispose of or encumber any interest which it 
might have in real property. 

SECTION III. Such disposition may be conducted in any manner 
approved by the City Council and otherwise in com¬ 
pliance with City Ordinance. 

SECTION IV. Disposition of City owned property as described above 

shall be at a price not less than market value, as certi¬ 
fied by the City Assessor and approved by City Council. 
For the purpose of this Ordinance, market value, as 
related to the disposition of City owned real property, 
shall be defined as, the Highest offer in monetary terms 
which is submitted in writing after the property has 
been exposed for sale through newspaper advertise¬ 
ment, and publicly posted notice, including on site 
signs for a period of not less than Six (6) Calendar 
Weeks. Except that an owner of any interest in fee title, 
as mortgagee or as grantor or vendor under land con¬ 
tract within Ninety (90) Days of notice by certified 
mail, may acquire the property from the City. Notice 
shall be forwarded as soon as reasonably possible upon 
the City’s initial receipt of title to said property not to 
exceed Forty-Five (45) Days. The property may be so 
acquired conditioned upon the payment to the City of 
the amount of money which the City has invested there¬ 
in in the form of unpaid taxes, special assessments and 
charges, fees, penalties, interest and costs. Unpaid 
taxes shall include all taxes that would have been due 
had the property not been exempted. Charges shall 
include any unpaid obligation due the City relevant to 
said property such as water and sewer charges. A flat 
Ten (10) Percent administrative fee shall be charged 
as one of the costs. Computations shall by by the Asses¬ 
sor and approved by City Council. After Ninety (90) 
Days said property will be offered to general public as 
described above. 

The instrument of sale on the above described property 
shall be by Quit Claim Deed and the total consideration 
shall be made in full and in the form of cash, money 
order or certified check made payable to the City of 
Romulus. 

SECTION V. The City shall not be obligated to accept any offer even 

though such offer qualifies under this Ordinance as 
being at market value, but may reject any and all 
offers which it deems unsatisfactory. 

SECTION VI. Should any clause or provision of this Ordinance be 
declared by the courts to be invalid, the same shall not 
affect the validity of the Ordinance as a whole, or any 
part thereof, other than the part so declared to be in¬ 
valid. 

SECTION VII. Effective Date. This Ordinance shall be published in 
the manner provided by law and shall be given immedi¬ 
ate effect following publication in the official newspap¬ 
er of the City of Romulus. 

CHAPTER III, ARTICLE 6, as herein stated shall supercede all prior 
Ordinances as to CHAPTER III, ARTICLE 6 and all such prior ORDI¬ 
NANCES as to CHAPTER III, ARTICLE 6 are revoked.

Dear Gas Station Owner: 

On Nov. 12, 1982, I purchased 
a tank of gasoline from your 
station ($20) and be„gan my 
drive to Ann Arbor, Michigan. 
During the trip, my 1977 Cadil¬ 
lac began to shake, jerk and 
make very odd noises. Upon 
arriving at my destination, I 
put my car in the garage of the 
home I was visiting and used 
another car for transportation 
for the .next few days. 

On Nov. 18, 1983, I made the 
return trip back to Canton and 
the car repeated what I ex¬ 
plained above. On Nov. 18. 
1983, I returned to your gas sta¬ 
tion so that you could hear and 
see for yourself what I was ex¬ 
periencing. While sitting in my 
car and speaking with you, you 
pointed out to me that the ex¬ 
haust system had just fallen off 
the vehicle. Because there is an 
auto service shop adjacent to 
your station, you suggested 
that I talk with the owner. 
They checked my car and told 
me that the filter needed re¬ 
placing and that this was the 
problem: They replaced the air 
filter. This*, however, did not 


correct the problem and upon 
looking further, they informed 
me that the metal gas lines 
going into the carburetor were 
unscrewed and should be re¬ 
paired by cutting the metal 
lines and replacing a rubber in¬ 
sert on the end of each line. I 
refused to allow this method of 
repair and asked them to wire 
up my fallen exhaust system so 
that I could return home. This 
request was complied with. 

On Nov. 19, 1982, my car 
would not start, and I called a 
towing company in Plymouth, 
Michigan, which subsequently 
towed my car to a Cadillac 
dealership. They repaired my 
automobile and provided me 
with an invoice stating “... 
runs rough (possible bad 
gas).” They also provided me 
with a container of gasoline 
taken from the tank of my car. 
which container is still in my 
possession. The total expenses 
incurred me to date are $415.62. 

I have been trading with you 
for in excess of five years. I be¬ 
came your customer first be¬ 
cause of your informing me 
that you sold Boron gasoline. 
Secondly, I have asthma and 
arthritis and am unable to 
pump my own gasoline. Your sta¬
